Beyond what is being done by the company 
there is absolutely nothing whatever woing on. 

Swift Current creek itself is a small stream 
new nearly dry, Which comes from the south, 
and after being crossed by the track flows 
eastward parallel to it for several miles before 
turning north to the Saskatchewan. The old 
plain hunters’ trail to Cypress hills crosses 
the creek somewhere near the point where 
the railway line dows, and from there all the 
way to Winnipeg the track follows almost the 
sate Course as the trail seldom being more 
than a mile or two distant, 

A short distance east of Swift Current a | 

succession of lakes is passed on the south 
side of the track around whose shores there | 
are good opportunities for hay cutting, and 
finally at Chaplin station the most northern 
ot the Old Wives lakes is seen.

} is marked on the map as the Coteau du Mis 
}souri, The descent from the coteau is made 
about 15 or 20 miles west of Moos: jaw, and at 
the descent somewhat sandy hills are appar 
ent on both sides of the track
